In its purely symbolical aspect the ship 


is very conspicuonu in mythology. It 
is the emblem of wealth, and the hiero- 
glyph of plenty. The earth itself is an 
ark, containing within itself every- 
thing necessary for replenishing the 
would. And so iu the old mysteries of 
dead religions the ship always had an 
honored place, being carried in the 
processions of the priests either in its 
own form—an actual ship model—or 
else in some occult symbol of the sym- 
bol—a bowl, or cup, or shell, or water- 
flower. 


Thus in Athens, on the great Pana- 


thenaic festival, her temple ministers 
carried in solemn pageant to the temple 
the ship of the goddess Athene, the 
giver of all that was good to her city 
of Athens, the City of the Violet 
Crown. Athenian maidens embroid- 
ered with flame-colored silks the safl'ron 
veil that covered tho mythical vessel, 
and all the city stood in the streets to 
see the procession pass up the hill. So, 
too, 
in the worship of lais, a ship, 


sometimes of colossal size, frightened 
with tho first-%iits of tho year, was 
carried by patient kino in a triumphal 
progress—"tho Voyage of the Isis"— 
from shrine to shrine in the early days 
of March. So, too, in far more recent 
years, and even still, I believe, in re- 
mote corners of Catholic Europe, the 
ship is borne by priests in the proces- 
sion of the Virgin. What it may mean 
to those of pur own day who kneel as 
it passes it is not for me to guess, but 
iwhatever its significance may be, there 
is no doubt that tho carrying of tho 
ship itself is the survival of tho old 
pagan" symbol—the ark of the earth, 
[the chariot of tho earth goddess; the 
[Earth herself. 
1 But in the mystery-loving cults of 
'the old days, that delighted in mornst-i 
,ing symbol with symbol, and enamel- 
lling obscurity upon obscurity, the ship 
became a bowl, a cup, a shell on tho 
iwator, a water-lily. In India, where 
'tho cow is an smblom of an all-sufler- 
]ing 
bounty, the milk-pail takes the 


place of the bowl of plenty, and with

,wino, but, when false mfen tried to 
drink out of it, sent up its contents 
bubbling and frothing in furious and 
iindrinkablo heat; a dish that could 
novor bo emptied of food; a basket in 
which a meal for one multiplied itself 
dnto a banquet for a host; a churn that 
«hurnod gold and peace and prosperity 
out of inon'<5 wishes; a lamp that 
brought up from tho under-world the 
jinn that could satisfy all desires; a 
ring that the fairies who keep all good 
things were compelled to obey; a purse 
Uiat no spendthrift could come to the 
,bottom of; a kettle that not only kept 
itaolf filled, but helped tho guests to 
whatsoever they wanted. Anaso, from 
things material to things immaterial, 
till we come to the Apollo's well that 
told all secrets of the past, present and 
Suture, the magio mirror of all wis- 
doms; and so, finally, to every one of 
ithose royal roads to knowledge which 
Jieroes and heroines of fairy tale and 
iolk-lore travel with such perils and 
such success. 
Yet far as these myths wander from 


the first idoa, they revert to it so fre- 
quently, so unexpectedly, that tho orig- 
inal ship fancy sails without a doubt all 
ithrough thorn. Wherever the wish- 
breeze blows, there, be sure, is the 
magio boat, and whenever you see a 
cloud scud overhead, you may know

Art in Postage Stamps. 


To do all work well is, broadly, but 


rfuly speaking, tho soul of art. 
There 


is reason to bolieve in the thoroughness 
of artistic wo»k in a nation when it 
penetrates as far aa a postage stamp. 
It penetrates us far as that in France, 
and shows the difference between the 
American and the French way of doing 
things. Tho American stamp is made 
with just as careful an intention of pro- 
ducing something fine, but the result— 
the more's the pity—is altogether com- 
monplace and mercantile. 
While the 
French, having employed the skill of an 
eminent artist, contains an artistic 
thought and stands as an idealization 
of the French Republic. Its first cost 
was not stinted, probably, but then, the 
design having been secured, economy 
comes in, as it always does in France, 
and finds it in good order to use the 
same stamp for all postal purposes. It 
scored, moreover, another fine artistic 
point in distinguishing the different 
purposes of this same stamp by the use 
of different colors.—-Philadelphia Press.

less mission. 
What object does it 


serve P Does it spin silk, or make 
honey, or even jam? On the contrary 
it eats all it can alight upon, and spoils 
more than it eats. It routs the pleasant 
slumbers of the tree-shaded citizen, and 
buzzes in exasperating persistency in 
the blind-darkened room. Out of doors 
it pursues the pedestrian with a steadi- 
ness of purpose nothing less than he- 
iroic, and when ho rests within the 
house afflicts him with a monotonous 
jpersoverence which, in a generous 
taind, should arouse admiration. 


Yet, who admires the fly? It is true 


ithat Homer compares the valiant Greek 
to a fly, and never was simile more apt.

.made itself familiar with such upheav- 
als of an apparently solid surface, and 
|this argues'no trifling degree of nerve 
land resource. If the thing were a 
'blockhead and a dunce, and got killed, 
'for its clumsiness every time it sat 
down, it would be another affair alto- 
.gether; and the bluebottle would onl>- 
iibe a kind of Mr. Feeble, who gave in, 
(to the first giant he met. But this is 
,not so, for, in the matter of lives, it 
takes about nine cats to make ono fly. 
(They graduate in adventures, like Gil 
'Bias of Santyiane, accept the most ap- 
palling disasters of existence with the 
ondifference of Sinbad, treat bodily 
peril with the lofty scorn of Don Quix- 
lote.The fly, in fact, is an expert in the 
evasion of sudden death. It is assailed 
.by the equivalents of thunder and light- 
ning, of cannon fire and volcanic ex- 
iplosuons, but escapes them all. Dyna- 
mite is sprung upon it without avail. 
'It laughs to scorn the shaking of a 
spear. Honest hostility, in fact, is of 
no use. It would not care in the least. 
'for all the Bang's horses and all the 
,King's men. But against indirect as- 
'sault, what courage Is of avail? Beset 
by the blandishments of a false friend- 
ship, what heroism can be proof? So 
"the fly finds its end in poisoned treacle,
